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1. Post Technical Services are directed 
to issue upon demand to the Administrative 
Statistics Unit, through technical service 
installations, such items of supply Mid 
equipment as may be needed by that agency

Ac- 
countability for this property and the reimbursement for e arn will be 
handled as set forth above*

1. The Administrative- Statistics Unit has been assigned duties 
which require the presence jf members of that organization within the 
confines of your post.
